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But such crass commercialism is to be 
expected for an 85-city show clearly 
geared to the pre-K and elementary 
school set (ticket prices vary by city, run- 
ning anywhere from $35 to $150-plus;

(Instead he partakes in a somewhat 
painful exchange with Spider-Man 
about selfies and their various Twitter 
accounts: “Over a million followers, 
dude,” brags the Asgardian god of 
thunder. #PleaseStop.) 

The production, which combines 
a large video wall, laser lights, copious 
amounts of wirework, and the afore- 
mentioned stunts, is certainly impressive 
in scope, and the story itself—in which 
our heroes must reassemble the parts 
of the Cosmic Cube to combat Loki’s 
cube clone—is no sillier than your 
average Marvel film script. There’s also 
undeniable nerdy fun in seeing Spider- 
Man and Wolverine—who’ve been kept 
apart from other Marvel heroes on 
screen due to various studio licensing 
deals—join forces with the Avengers. 
Considering this arena spectacular 
rolled out right as the latest Marvel 
megasensation hit theaters, however, it 
is downright shocking that no Guard- 
ians of the Galaxy appear in Marvel 
Universe LIVE! (Perhaps Groot on Ice! is 
already in the works?) In the end, kids 
will dig watching serviceable facsimiles 
of their favorite superheroes save the 
world in person, even if that means 
adults may be forced to reach for their 
wallets—and their Advil—repeatedly.

GUARDIANS 
SAVES THE 
SUMMER 
BOX OFFICE 


After a lackluster blockbuster 
season, Marvel's Guardians of 
the Galaxy surprised pretty 
much everyone by taking in 

$94 million in its opening 
weekend. Among the amazed? 
Director James Gunn. “We 
started the week thinking it was 
going to do between $65 million 
and $68 million,” he admits. “I’m 
getting thousands of tweets a 
day from people who love the 
movie. It is an amazing feeling.” 

Much of the Guardians 
chatter has concerned the post- 
credits cameo by Howard the 
Duck, star of a beloved Steve 
Gerber-penned ’70s comic and 
the much-less-enjoyed 1986 
film. So what's he doing there? 
“When | was a kid | loved the 
comics,” says Gunn. “I had a 
Howard the Duck painting up 
in my bedroom across from a 
Dawn of the Dead poster.” (He 
adds, “A mash-up of those two 
movies would be great.”) 

Gunn spent last weekend 
working on the script for Guard- 
ians 2, which is set for release 
on July 28, 2017, and will likely 
reveal the father of Chris Pratt’s 
character, Star-Lord. The director 
says, “There's a good chance 
we'll discover that.” —Clark Collis

To make the blaze look 
realistic, Quale also 
added a glow to the front 
of the church and side- 
walk and whipped those 
digital trees into a funnel- 
cloud-fueled frenzy. 
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Gonna Call? 


Well, if you're Sony, the answer may very 
well be Paul Feig. The director behind 
Bridesmaids and The Heat is reportedly 
in talks to reboot Ghostbusters with an 
all-female cast. It’s an intriguing idea, to 
be sure, so we found a few more “manly” 
movies that might benefit from the 
distaff treatment. —Keith Staskiewicz

UARDIANS OF THE 

Galaxy opened huge 

last weekend, and with 

it came the shattering 

of some heavy pieces of 

glass at the Marvel 
empire. One of the movie’s scribes, 
Nicole Perlman, is the first credited 
female writer on a Marvel film. Such a 
milestone makes me want to both buy 
Perlman many rounds of champagne 
and clonk the bottle over my head. 

Perlman, who shares a screenplay credit 
with director James Gunn, described her 
tedious path to the big screen in a recent 
Tive profile. Her bag has always been sci-fi, 
a preference that confounded Hollywood 
studio execs. “There was a little bit of an 
attitude of ‘Well, you’re a woman, 
you’re not writing romantic 
comedies, we’ll give you the 
Marie Curie biopic, ” Perlman 
said. “They kept saying, “This is a 
guy’s movie, you know, it’s really 
aguy’s movie. I didn’t want to say, 
‘Are you saying a woman can’t 
write a guy’s movie?’ What is a 
guy’s movie anyway? If you’re 
making a movie that’s just for one 
gender, what's the point?” 

I'd argue that another impor- 
tant question is what’s the point if 
the only people making the movie 
are of one gender? According toa 
recent Writers Guild of America 
report, women accounted for just 
15 percent of employed screen- 
writers (down from 17 percent 
in 2009). When actresses talk 
about all the great roles on TV 


these days, that’s likely in part because 
female writers are climbing in that 
medium, with representation rising to a 
still-modest 27 percent. The numbers are 
even bleaker when it comes to captains of 
the ship: Women directed just 5 percent 
of studio films in the past five years. 

If the Hollywood lunkheads Perlman 
had to deal with can’t imagine the range 
of stories women are capable of telling, 
it’s no wonder the stories that do get told 
lack female characters with real scope. 
Instead we get hand-wringing girlfriends, 
damaged strippers, doting mothers, 
tempting bitches. Source material 
matters. The Fault in Our Stars was a hit 
with female audiences partly because 
author John Green based his heroine on 


a sharp, wise friend from his own life, not 
on a type. And good egg Paul Feig, the 
Bridesmaids director reportedly in talks to 
helm a female-driven Ghostbusters reboot, 
continues to prove that his favorite 
stories star funny, complicated women. 

But perhaps of more vital interest to 
studios is the cash left on the table. The 
Hunger Games: Catching Fire was the 
biggest movie of 2013. It’s a universe cre- 
ated by Suzanne Collins and protected 
by producer Nina Jacobson. Frozen, 
written and codirected by Jennifer Lee, 
was the third-highest-grossing film of 
2018. The trailer for Fifty Shades of Grey, 
adapted by Kelly Marcel from E L James’ 
novel and directed by Sam Taylor- 
Johnson, debuted on July 24 online and 
took the record as the year’s 
most viewed trailer. If you let 
smart women build stuff, there’s 
a good chance people will come. 

Scarlett Johansson, now at the 
top of her well-played game, has 
been reeling in audiences this 
summer. She was ferocious in 
Lucy, despite being seen through 
the slightly scummy lens of male 
fantasy, as when she suffers 
through villains’ groping hands 
down her tight T-shirt. And she 
was a formidable Black Widow 
in the latest Captain America, in 
spite of the obligatory scene of the 
hero carrying her limp body out 
of the wreckage. I like to imagine 
that she’ll soon get the Black 
Widow spin-off she deserves, and 
that someone like Perlman is busy 
working on a script. &

DICK SMITH 1922-2014 


A Bloody 
Genius 


IONCE ASKED The Walking Dead’s zombie-makeup maestro 
Greg Nicotero for his fake-blood recipe. He said, “I’ve 
always based my blood on Dick Smith’s formula. His blood 
has always been the staple of the industry.” Long before 
CGI and greenscreen trickery, Smith—the Oscar-winning 
makeup-effects legend who passed away on July 30 at age 
92—was a magician armed with foam latex, food coloring, 
and Karo syrup. In 1972’s The Godfather, he turned Marlon 
Brando into the bulldog-jowled Don Corleone. In 1973's The 
Exorcist, he remade 14-year-old Linda Blair into a pea- 
soup-vomiting demon from hell. Then, in 1976, he collabo- 
rated with Martin Scorsese on Taxi Driver, splashing the 
climactic gunfight between Robert De Niro’s Travis Bickle 
and tenement lowlifes with buckets of his signature red 
ooze. Smith may have been famous for his blood cocktail, 
but it was the diverse array of movie miracles that made 
him a creative life force that pulsed through the veins of 
his industry for more than five decades. —CHRIS NASHAWATY

cameras are set to roll, the actor puts on a crisp white button-down, ties his 
own tie (with the help of a wardrobe person wielding a handheld mirror), 
and adds a sport coat. Boom. POTUS is in the building...albeit in a pair of 
sneakers. (The cameras won’t show Spacey’s feet.) “I’m wearing my presi- 
dential socks,” he jokes, revealing navy and white polka dots at his ankles. 

Frank Underwood would never be so playful. Cards fans know that 
every moment of the South Carolina politician’s life is a calculated and 
vicious attempt to gain power. In two seasons, we’ve seen the manipulative 
and occasionally murderous Underwood move up the political ladder 
from House whip to president. And yet, all the while, the audience roots 
for him (and his equally venomous wife, Claire, played by Robin Wright). 
Admits Spacey, “I’m not trying to make him likable. I’m not trying to 
make him unlikable. I’m trying to play him as honestly as I can and let 
chips fall where they may.” 

But it’s taken more than just a good tailor and some Freddy’s BBQ ribs 
to build Frank Underwood (a role that’s already netted Spacey two 
Emmy nominations for Best Actor). EW sat down with the 55-year-old 
star to highlight the people who have helped inspire one of modern TV’s 
most deliciously devious men.

Although Spacey says he hasn’t based 
Frank on any one particular politician, 
he did turn to the current House 
majority leader, Republican Kevin 
McCarthy, for research in the 
beginning. “When | first approached 
him, he wasn’t interested in meeting 
with me,” reveals Spacey. “A few 
weeks later he found out | was playing 
a Democrat, and then he agreed to 
meet me after that. [Laughs] He 
didn’t help me in terms of how to play 
Frank, but he helped me in terms of 
understanding the actual day-to-day 
of what it is to whip 218 congressmen 
to vote the way you want to vote.” 


DAVID FINCHER 

Spacey was lured to television by the 
idea of reteaming with his Se7en 
director, David Fincher. “When we 
were on set [of The Social Network, 
which Fincher directed and Spacey 
exec-produced], we started talking 
about wanting to work together again 
as actor and director. A little later 
David came to me and said, ‘Have you 
ever heard of this series from Britain 
called House of Cards?’ and | said, ‘My 
mother loved that show. And | used to 
watch it as well. lan Richardson was 
wonderful in it’ He said, ‘We found 
out the rights to do a US. version of 

it are available” So he went off to 
watch it, and | went off to watch it 
again. We both agreed it would 
translate well for the United States.” 


MORGAN FREEMAN 

Playing such darkness can get 
intense, especially given the lengthy 
shoots needed for an hour-long 
drama. So Spacey often keeps the 
crew entertained with his imper- 
sonations. “I recently developed a 
Morgan Freeman impression that’s 
really fun. | just think he’s got such 
a great voice.” The actor breaks 
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into a Freeman voice that’s uncannily 
spot-on: “Morgan Freeman has some- 
how managed to make almost any- 
thing he says sound like poetry. If you 
take..just the right amount...of pauses.” 


2) BILL CLINTON 


Spacey counts Bill and Hillary Clinton 
among his friends and says his 
exposure to politics has been helpful 
for the show. It’s also worked out 
nicely for the set: Frank’s office is 
filled with Spacey’s personal photos 
of himself and the Clintons. One 
particular shot shows the actor and 
the former president out to eat 
while traveling in Blackpool, England. 
“He was like, Lin a Bill Clinton voice] 
‘’m hungry. | saw McDonald's 

when we drove in. Do you think we 
could all walk down there?’ So we

One of Cards’ most notable 

conceits is Frank’s direct address 

to the camera, carried over from 

the original British version. It’s a 
tricky stylistic choice—but Spacey 
had nearly 10 months of practice. 

“| had just come out of having done 
Richard III,” he says. “What that 
taught me was really incredible in 
terms of seeing in people’s eyes 

the kind of glee that they dug being 
on the inside, they loved being 
co-conspirators. I’m now just looking 
down the barrel of a lens. I’m 

not sure I’d know how to play the 
direct addresses if | hadn’t had 

that experience.” He jokes, “A lot 

of people assume Ferris Bueller 
invented direct address, but he 
didn’t—it was actually Shakespeare.”

Spacey met one of his acting 
inspirations, Katharine Hepburn, when 
he waited for her after an L.A. perfor- 
mance of the play A Matter of Gravity.

“If you look from 
The Sopranos on and you look at char- 
acters like Walter White or Dexter or 
Sons of Anarchy, [there are] so many 
shows that exist on the edges and that 
really push the boundaries and have 
characters that audiences can both root 
for and be terrified of. | think all of those 
shows have paved the way for us.” 


BEAU WILLIMON 

Before Cards, playwright Beau Willi- 
mon was best known for the political 
drama Farragut North (the basis for 
the 2011 film The Ides of March). “To 
bring on a showrunner who was a play- 
wright was incredibly important to me,” 
says Spacey. “The playwright has an 
experience in how to hold an audience 
in real time and create an arc.” Adds 
Willimon, “I see scripts as a strategy for 
giving actors tools to do interesting 
things because it’s not the words that 
people are tuning in to House of Cards 
for, it’s Kevin. You're trying to catch 
lightning in a bottle, and a script is just 
where that journey begins.” The writer 


was also instrumental in finding Frank’s 
Southern accent. “There were lots of 
discussions about different areas. But 
Beau's father is from South Carolina,” 
says Spacey. “He called his father one 
night and read a passage of dialogue to 
his dad, and he asked his dad to read it 
back to him. Beau was like, ‘The South- 
ern accent is right because it means we 
can have a sound and a language and 

a rhythm that you can do things with’ 
So that’s ultimately why it was decided 
he was to be from South Carolina. 
Quite possibly just Beau wanting to 
pay alittle tribute to his father.”

Underwood's office is also adorned 
with photos of Lyndon B. Johnson. 
“Beau decided that the great presi- 
dent Francis admires is Johnson,” 
explains Spacey.

Spacey has been reading the same 
series himself as research. “Lyndon 
B. Johnson was a figure whom many 
would have compared to a Frank 
Underwood: Machiavellian, difficult, 
son of a bitch, in your face.”

ARLY IN HER CAREER, Helen Mirren spe- 
cialized in playing hot-blooded schemers and 
even hotter-blooded seductresses. In films 
such as Hussy, The Long Good Friday, and The 
Cook, the Thief, His Wife and Her Lover, she 
combined the classic femme-fatale ingredi- 
ents of smarts and sensuality into a molten 
cocktail of deliciously unpredictable danger. Now, at 69, 
Mirren seems to have become typecast as stern snoots and 
blue-blooded battle-axes. What happened? The obvious 
answer is that she got older in an industry that fetishizes 
youth, especially female youth. But I think there’s something 
else at work. I’m convinced that Mirren was so indelible as 
the tough-as-nails inspector Jane Tennison on the excellent 
British series Prime Suspect that most folks—including 


TAWVHNG SIOINVYS 
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Hollywood casting directors—have had a 
difficult time seeing past the hard edges and 
frosty hauteur that come so effortlessly to her. 
Mirren certainly starts off that way in Chocolat 
director Lasse Hallstrém’s latest feel-good 
slice of food porn, The Hundred-Foot Journey. 
But one of the formulaic film’s few surprises is 
how the marvelous actress slowly blossoms 
from a stubborn prig into a romantic softy. For 
the first time in ages, she lets us see the frisky 
grin behind the scowl. 

Based on Richard C. Marais’ 2010 novel— 
and produced by Steven Spielberg and the 
queen of spoon-fed sentimentality, Oprah 
Winfrey—The Hundred-Foot Journey is a 
culture-clash confection about two rival res- 
taurateurs competing for the hearts and 
taste buds of the same sleepy French village. 
On one side of the street is Le Saule Pleureur, 
a Michelin-starred temple to foie gras, pigeon 
with truffles, and other refined delicacies 
lorded over by Mirren’s condescending 
Madame Mallory. On the other is Maison 
Mumbai, an open-air bazaar of exotically 
earthy fare cooked with a sprinkle of turmeric 
and a heavy dose of love by the Kadam family. 
Madame does everything she can to foil the 
newcomers from India, not because she’s a 
racist (the film makes a point of her firing her 
xenophobic French chef) but because their 
restaurant, with its roaming livestock and 
blaring bhangra music, offends her refined 
Gallic sensibilities. “Who are zees people?” 
she asks with her nose in the air and a stick 
firmly lodged up her derriere. It’s war. 

The battle unfolds with all the predictability 
of a train-station timetable. The Kadams, 
headed by the widowed patriarch (Om Puri) 
and his soulful chef son, Hassan (Manish 
Dayal), awaken the parochial palates of the 
hamlet’s quirky residents. When Hassan 
proves to be just as gifted at conjuring up a 
mouthwatering béchamel sauce as he is with 
tandoori goat, Madame wants him to help her 
win a second Michelin star. (He also turns out 
to be a natural at wooing her sous chef, played 
by Charlotte Le Bon.) All of these by-the- 
numbers beats go down smoothly enough (at 
least until a jarring third-act detour sends 
Hassan to Paris). It’s soothing, easily digested 
comfort food. Which is to say it’s the perfect 
recipe for a filmmaker like Hallstrém. 

The director of What’s Eating Gilbert Grape 
and The Cider House Rules is a master at craft- 
ing a certain kind of well-appointed sap and 


manipulating audiences’ tear ducts (I get a 
lump in my throat just thinking about his 2009 
Richard Gere sobfest, Hachi: A Dog’s Tale). But 
as talented as he is at eliciting Pavlovian emo- 
tional responses with his middlebrow melo- 
dramas, he also makes you resent him as soon 
as you crumple and toss your Kleenex. He rarely 
earns the catharsis he’s after. Thankfully, here 
he has Mirren and Puri as his sparring leads. 
I never entirely bought the flirty détente 
between the two or believed in the rapturous 
power of a perfectly cooked sea urchin to solve 
the world’s problems. But for two hours, at 
least, I swallowed it with a smile. B

Noyce decided to 
place the Giver in a different spot: “In 

the book it says that he’s sitting in the 
center. | thought that he would be sitting 
on the side. It just felt right that he was 
a fulcrum but not a part of the main 
scenery. He has such a lonely job and 
existence.” As for the Chief Elder, Streep 
was not able to travel to the South 
African set for the whole shoot, so Noyce 
and his team decided to make her 
character appear as a hologram for some 
scenes. Actress Fiona Ramsay stood in 
for her on set, and Streep later filmed her 
part against a greenscreen. It marks a big 
change from the novel, but the author 
approves. “I love how the Chief Elder is 
able to interject herself into the families’ 
homes,” Lowry says. “She suddenly 
appears, and it’s so weirdly intrusive that

Teenage Mutant 
Ninja Turtles 


STARRING Megan Fox, Will Arnett

It’s difficult to tell what audience director Jonathan Liebesman 
(Wrath of the Titans) and producer Michael Bay had in mind 
while bringing Teenage Mutant Ninja Turtles back to the big 
screen. Is it the kids drawn to the hit animated Nickelodeon 
reboot or the middle-aged crowd looking to reconnect with yet 
another thing they loved in their youth? 

The filmmakers never came up with a resolution, which is 
why we have a reported $125 million effects parade with a 
crippling identity problem. The movie doesn’t even seem that 
committed to its titular stars: The fussily art-directed, need- 
lessly creepy-looking reptiles stay on the outskirts of the film 
for biblical gaps, leaving put-upon T'V reporter April O’Neil 
(Megan Fox) and lovelorn sidekick Vern Fenwick (Will Arnett) 
to shoulder the burden of Turtles’ dumb-as-nunchucks ransom 
plot, which finds evil blade fetishist Shredder trying to unleash 
a chemical attack on New York. 

Turtles contains a spectacular car chase down a snow- 
capped mountain that recalls Bay’s hyper-adrenalized highway 
stunts in Bad Boys II, and it opens with a bravura comics- 
inspired credit sequence. Those too-brief thrills only shine a 
harsher light on the film’s laborious pacing and cringeworthy 
one-liners spilling from the maws of the ninja teens. Still, it can 
revel in this tiny victory: In the battle between Bay-produced 
jumbles of ’80s kid nostalgia, Turtles is head-and-shell better 
than Transformers. Cowabunga?

The romantic-comedy formula depends on our 
wish to see two tentative soul mates finally get 
with each other. But this backfires badly in What If, 
an unctuous rom-com that runs its characters 
through every plastic cliché of a pre-Oscar 
McConaughey vehicle, ultimately causing us to 
root against the vacuous couple and their prede- 
termined happy ending. Daniel Radcliffe plays 
Wallace, a sour singleton in Toronto who goes to a 
party and meets Chantry (Zoe Kazan). She has a 
boyfriend (Rafe Spall), swiftly jettisoned from the 
plot via a business trip, leaving her plenty of time 
to kill with Wallace. Among their wacky adven- 
tures: a dress-shopping excursion during which 
Chantry’s garment gets stuck over her head and 
Wallace crawls into the fitting room to free her. 
That’s about as fresh as the story gets. What If 
features best friends offering advice, sexual ten- 
sion while skinny-dipping, and awkward wedding 
toasts. Wallace flies across the Atlantic to see 
Chantry; her boyfriend punches him in the face. 
Director Michael Dowse (Take Me Home Tonight) 
sets the tone on high quirk, and Radcliffe races 
through lines like “The-whole-premise-of-deep- 
frying-is-that-it-makes-everything-taste-better,” as 
ifnot taking a breath somehow makes the material 
more original. The script has an odd fixation on the 
scatological, with references to impacted colons 
and diarrhea, and Wallace’s vulgar, horny buddy 
(Girls actor Adam Driver, really stretching) speaks 
about eating one’s waste. People, he claims, 
can recycle their own by-products only a certain 
number of times before they become toxic. In that, 
indeed, the film has the beginning of a point.

Created by comedian Josh Thomas, who 
plays “Josh” and based the story on his own experience, 
PLM made my list of 2013’s best shows with its charmingly 
wry take on one young man’s quarterlife crisis. Just in time 
for his 21st birthday, Josh gets dumped by his girlfriend 
(“We've drifted,” she says. “Also, you’re gay”), kisses a 
man for the first time, and learns that his mom, Rose 
(Debra Lawrance), tried to commit suicide. Happy birthday 
indeed! Considering the premise, though, it’s surprisingly

lighthearted. When Rose refuses to go to 
therapy, Josh reassures her: “No one’s gonna 
see you, Mom. And if they do see you, they’re 
probably mental too, so that’s nice!” 

Too few shows are able to capture the real 
voice of twentysomethings, maybe because that 
“voice” is usually approximated by writers over 
30. So PLM’s take on postcollegiate life feels 
particularly spot-on. During season 2, a manic 
episode lands Rose back in the hospital, just as 
Josh is trying to bond with his newborn step- 
sister. But plot points don’t matter too much, 
since the everyday conversations—always 
rooting humor in truth—are the real draw 
here. When Josh teases his best friend, Tom 
(played by Thomas’ actual best friend, Thomas 
Ward), for not impressing women, Tom pro- 
tests. “I have moves!” he declares, though his 
suburban-dad beard begs to differ. “Tom, they 
only kiss you because you look approachable,” 
Josh says. “That’s a move!” insists Tom. 

As Josh, Thomas is a modern-day Oscar 
Wilde, a sharp-witted dandy who skewers 
hipster idiocy. His thoughts on dressing ironi- 
cally: “What could the irony in a bandanna 
be? That he’s wearing it even though he’s not 


undergoing chemotherapy?” His philosophy on 
Reiki massage: “Why would you pay someone 
to not touch you?... Do you go to restaurants 
and pay them to not feed you?” Quips like these 
make you want to live in this show, because it’s 
about everything that matters to young people: 
how they live, how they love, how they some- 
times draw prison tattoos on babies’ faces with 
an eyebrow pencil. (Yes, that happens, and yes, 
that scene is awesome.) Josh’s anxiety may 
occasionally drive you mental. But then, if you 
can fully appreciate the brilliance of this 
quarterlife-crisis suicide comedy, you may 
already be a little mental. So that’s nice. A

Sean Bean is making a killing out of losing his 
head. Of course there was that business on Game 
of Thrones when his Eddard Stark was (three- 
year-old spoiler alert!) brutally dispatched by 
decapitation. And now the ruggedly squinty 
actor returns in a star vehicle that has him 


checking his noggin in a whole different way: 
He’s Martin Odum, an undercover agent with a 
myriad of guises—“legends” in CIA parlance— 
struggling to keep things straight. Where do his 
fake selves end and his real self begin? 

The first legend we see—a stuttering Every- 
man created to take down a militant group— 
feels like a sly homage to Breaking Baa’s Walter 
White. By the third episode, he’s impersonating 
a James Bond-esque arms dealer. (You get the 
sense that this is Bean’s way of playing better 
parts he never got.) And there’s the intriguing 
possibility that Odum might be a legend him- 
self—making Legends a bit Bourne Identity, too. 

There are worse ways to spend your time 
than watching Bean work hard and cheerfully 
to make this premise fly, but the series just 
isn’t worthy of its star, or its influences, or the 
quality supporting cast that includes Ali 
Larter and Morris Chestnut. The high concept 
is poorly served by a conventional, lazily exe- 
cuted case-of-the-week structure. The show is 
exec-produced by Howard Gordon of 24 and 
Homeland fame, and if only he had brought his 
A game the way his star brought his, Legends 
could be more memorable.

ORTY YEARS AGO, Richard Nixon became 
the only American president in history to 
resign his office, the culmination of two years 
of Watergate revelations that exposed 
criminal activity in the White House. His 
ignoble fall, so soon after his landslide 1972 
reelection, exacerbated a national crisis 
of confidence that was further aggravated by the fall of 
South Vietnam, the oil embargo, inflation, and daily 
reminders that America didn’t stand for what it used to. 
Into this maelstrom stepped Ronald Reagan, a political 
Music Man who peddled simple, commonsense solutions 
and reassured Americans that their best days still lay 
ahead. Just two years after Nixon left the GOP in tatters, 
Reagan nearly unseated President Gerald Ford for the 
presidential nomination and paved the way for his sub- 
sequent ascendancy and Republican restoration. 

Perlstein, whose Before the Storm and Nixonland 
chronicled the rise of modern conservatism that began 
with Barry Goldwater’s quixotic 1964 presidential bid 
and laid the groundwork for Nixon, reconstructs the 
psyches of demoralized 1970s American voters who 
flocked to Reagan—hblue-collar workers who despised 
government interference like forced school-busing, a 
new coalition of Christians who rallied against abortion 
and liberal textbooks. Though he occasionally pummels 
the reader by simply curating dire headlines and op-eds 
of the times, Perlstein explains how the nation’s malaise 
permeated every aspect of the culture in popular films 
and TV shows such as The Exorcist, Jaws, American 
Graffiti, and Happy Days. 

For most voters, Reagan was a welcome dose of the 
good ol’ days. Perlstein admires the man’s political 
acumen, but like many biographers of the 40th president, 
he’s flummoxed by the disparities between Reagan’s folksy 
anecdotes—about himself and the issues—and the 
stubborn historical record. He points out serial untruths 
and blatant whoppers that would disqualify an Internet-era 
pol but never derailed the Gipper’s mythology. This isn’t the 
history your Reagan Democrat father-in-law remembers; 
it’s a painstakingly crafted illustration of the political land- 
scape that made the improbable inevitable. B

British author Macintyre 
has already written a 
clutch of gripping books 
about his country’s espi- 
onage history, including 
2007’s Agent Zigzag and 
2010’s Operation Mincemeat. Here, he 
tackles, with equal assuredness, the 
Mount Everest of U.K. spy tales, that 
of Kim Philby. Philby appeared to be 
a walking cliché of a British spy—a 
charming, Cambridge University- 
educated heavy drinker who lived for 
cricket. He was, in fact, a Communist 
who lived to give his Russian handlers 
secrets and caused countless deaths 
before finally being forced to confess to 
his MI6 colleague and friend Nicholas 
Elliott in 1968. Sound familiar? It 
should. The Philby case inspired Tinker 
Tailor Soldier Spy, the classic tome 
by another onetime MI6-er, John 
le Carré, who knew Elliott and offers a 
fascinating afterword in which we 
learn the British old-boy network never 
considered killing the tony traitor 
because he was “one of us.” But it is 
Macintyre who deserves full credit for 
delivering this complex, continent- 
hopping tale with clarity while finding 
space for stories such as the one where 
Elliott secured a supply of contracep- 
tives during WWII for a “roving 
brothel” in Sierra Leone being run by 
fellow secret agent and Brighton Rock 
writer Graham Greene. The result is, 
in every sense, a class act. A=

WORLD WAR II NURSE CLAIRE RANDALL 
stumbles into a mystical stone circle while 
traveling through the Scottish Highlands 
with her husband and tumbles back through 
time to 18th-century Scotland, where she 
falls in love with dashing warrior Jamie 
Fraser. So begins author Diana Gabaldon’s 
beloved and utterly addictive Outlander 
series, which kicked off 23 years ago and 
now has an eighth installment— Written in 
My Own Heart’s Blood, released in June— 
as well as a breathlessly anticipated TV 
adaptation debuting Aug. 9 on Starz. A 
onetime university professor whose 
previous long-form work included a 231-page 
dissertation on the nesting habits of pifion 
jays, Gabaldon seems an unlikely source for 
a sweeping tale that is part meticulously 
researched historical fiction, part fantasy, 
and part epic love story. Though the series is 
packed with plenty of (literally) bodice- 
ripping sex, she’s never defined her work 
as romance. “The books were written 
originally because I wanted to learn how to 
write a novel,” Gabaldon said during a 
recent Comic-Con panel on the TV show. 
“Consequently they have no genre. None. I 
never thought anyone was going to see 
them.” Guess legions of obsessive fans, 14 
books (one of Outlander’s characters, Lord 
John Grey, has merited his own six-volume 
spin-off), and more than 26 million copies in 
print worldwide have proved her wrong. 


> THE FINE PRINT 


The Outlander books, which swoop through a huge swath of 18th-century history, are themselves pretty huge, totaling 
6,880 pages. Assuming you read at an average speed—about a page a minute—they’ll keep you busy for 115 hours.
